San Francisco, June 11. — Martin 
Flee.schner, whose wife, an actress at 
the German theatre, recently applied 
for a divorce, drowned himself last 
night by jumping from the Oakland 
ferryboat. 

San FnANCiscOi June 12. — During 
the usual exercises at the sand lot to- 
day,,. Dr. O'Donnell, who runs every 
Sunday an opposition meeting to Kear- 
ney, in tho course of his harangue i)ro- 
duced British and Chinese flag.s, and 
rolling them into a bundle burned them 
on the platform. 

Kedwood City, June 12. — Tho jury 
in the Gray case rendered a verdict of 
murder in the second degree. 

Ghass Valley, June 12. — H. .Silves 
ter left here this morning at 9 o'clock 
for New York Hill mine, two miles and 
a half distant, with $10,000 to pay ofl' 
the bands.

EUROPE. 
Liverpool, June 12. — The persons 
captured in the attempt to blow up the 
town hall are identitied as Liverpool 
Irishmen named McKennett and Rob- 
erts. Both were well sujiplied with 
money. Documcnt.s wcrt! found in 
their possession connecting tliem with 
fenianism. Roberts h as been for some 
years- in America. 

Aden, June l2. — The Italian ex- 
ploring party which started from Arsab 
3ay, Abyssinia, consisting of a .subal- 
tern officer, ten sailors and four sol- 
diers have been niassacrotl in the in- 
terior, 

Dublin, June 13.— Bishop of Ross 
communicated the following: 

To THE Press: — The riots of Skib- 
bereen have been much exaggerated by 
tho English and Irish newspajiers. It 
would be unfair to charge the land 
league with responsibility for disturb- 
anoes., With tho continuance of evic 
titinB there can be no peace in any part 
of this district. 

A quantity of gunpowder in an earth- 
en jar with a fuse attached was ex- 
ploded at the door of Solicitor Wright, 
who recently participated in tho e.xecu 
tion of sales in behalf of lamllord.s. j 

Paris, June 12. — Crops in some o f 
the eastern and southwestern depart- 
ments have been badly daina^'cd by last 
week's rain, and the njiprelien.Hion al- 
relidy felt in tho south is beginning to 
extend. 



CHINA. 

.HoNQ KoNO, May 15, via San Fran- 
cisco, Juno 13. — Latest intelligence 
from. Pekin states that the youthful 
emperor has been sud'ering froni small- 
))0X for 20 days, and is in a critical 
condition. Court doctors have little 
hope of his recovery. Western, the 
empress, is expected to recover. Over 
100 nurses are employed to feetl her 
with their milk. 

Prince Chun, father of tho emperor, 
and Prince Kung, his uncle, have had a 
serious quarrel. 

The army of the northwestern fron- 
tier is to be disbanded and a loan of 
four' million ''tapis has been settled to 
pay off troops. 

JAPAN. 

A lelograni from Nagasaki reports 
the arrival at that place of sixty Corean 
noblemen and gentlemen who have been 
secretly deputed by the king of Corea 
to visit Japan and examine for them- 
selves, the state of affairs resulting from 
foreign iri'tercourse. 



The barrai'ks at .Sundai wore set on 
tire by a soldier crossed in love, who 
deliberately cast hini.self into the flames 
and was burned to deatli. 

The emperor returued to Yokohama 
iMay 19th aftei a tour through tho 
country. He was cnthii.-,iaslically re- 
tcived everywlii rc. 

Robberies are uicreasiug in cities and 
towns, and tho iiolice are unable to put 
a stop to thoni. 

Gen(!ral Gyama, minister of war, 
will shortly visit Europe and Am- 
erica. 

In Yokahanui, the silk business is 
dull. Most parcels whicli were de- 
livered to foreign firms have boon re- 
jected on inspection. Stocks amount 
to about two tiiousand bales. 

Of twenty-five ves.sels composing tho 
Japanese navy, those which are 
serviceable in the event of war are 
the Riujokwan and eight other ships 
only ; the vvst being training vessels, or 
Rucli as are under repaii-.

(Quebec, June 11. — There is less dis- 
tress than on former occasions of fires 
here. The cause of the fire is various- 
ly related. It is said that a drunken 
man with a candle in a stable started 
it, which is probable! There are plenty 
of empty houses for the sufl'erera. 
Charitable ladies are distributing food 
whore a[iplications arc made. No in- 
dividual losses over .?15,000.

General Sir E. Selby Smythe, while 
in Canada, took a great deal of interest 
in this matter, and he also niado a re-

Several in.-itrumeiits are now 
undorwoigli, and in a short time the pub- 
lic will be gratilied Ijy li.stening to tho 
sweet notes uf the tirst home-made organ. 
The firm deserve every encouragement. 
Thoy throw into the work iMiorgy, practi- 
cal knowledge and capital. With these 
desiderata in hand success is certain to 
attend their enterprise. 

FaU of a "Wliarf and VTorehouso. 

A wareliouso belonging to Waterman & 
Katz, standing on the wharf at Port 
Townsend, foil yesterday morning with a 
tromoiidous crash, carrying the wharf w-itli 
it. The building 'was about 100.X40. Tho 
schooner .■\riel had gone alongside tho 
wharf for the purpose of being beached 
and when the water receded alio careened, 
strikiiijj the posts upon which tlie wharf 
and building atood with considerable force 
and carried some of them away from tho 
sills upon which they rested and 
precipitated tho whole ati-ucliire into 
tho water on the opposite side. small 
schooner on the other side was pinned 
into the mud, but did nut sustain much 
damage.

At this 
moment the lioutenant-colonol suddenly 
sprang out from his concealment and 
fired hi.s pistol, whereupon tho whole 
force rushed into the room, capturing 
the entire band.
